John Godfrey in Norfolk Co Va, conveyed “2 black sows, and one Colt" unto 
Richard Conquest, for 1216 lbs of Tob,” Jan 25, 1646. Matthew Godfrey with 
consent of wife Dinah, deeded land in Norfolk Co, June 18, 1724, naming his 
father John Godfrey, & brothers Jonathan, & William. Evan Jones'who was 
granted land, 200a in Princess Anne Co Va, on North west side of Great 
Cypress Swamp, running into Symong Creek, of North River, Oct 20, 1687, 
assigned said land (with Consent of wife Dinah) unto Matthew Godfrey of 
Norfolk Co, Dee 15, 1703. Test’ John, and Blizabeth Godfrey. Matthew 
Godfrey, with Consent of wife Isabella, sold unto John Godfrey (s of Warren) 
parcel of land purchased of Mr, Hvan Jones, on Great Cypress Swamp, June 
15, 17%. Isabella Godfrey appointed her brother George Burges her Att’. 
June 15, 17%.
